Experts Differ on Earth 9 s Future

NEW YORK — Will the worid be a better place 
to live in the next century, or mil it become more 
crowded, more polluted and less stable? 

In an attempt to answer this question, the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of Science 
held an un usual session here Friday in which an 
economist and an energy expert who see a rosy 
future confronted an ecologist and a biologist who 
envision & world peppered with increasing prob- 
lems. 

The optimists were Julian L. Simon, a Universi- 
ty of Maryland economist, and Danny J. Boggs, 
deputy secretary of energy. Barry Commoner, an 
ecologist, and Peter H. Raven, a biologist, are 
those who see a deteriorating planet unless correc- 
tive measures are soon taken. 

Mr. Simon, editor with the late Herman Kahn of 
a newly published book, “The Resourceful Earth: 
A Response to Global 2000,” said he and his 
researchers found many encouraging trends in- 
volving resources and environment 

He said these included a rise in life expectancy, 
falling birth rates in less-developed countries, im- 
proving food supplies, no worrisome trends in the 
world's forests, lack of evidence for rapid species 
loss in the next two decades, no signs of threaten- 
ing climate changes and less pollution than had 
been feared.

Baker 3d, the White. House chief of 
staff, that Mr. Casey had provided 
him with Carter briefing papers in 
advance of a debate between Mr.

Military Said to Resist Elite F orces Plan -

WASHINGTON — A senior 
Defense Department official has 
asserted that the military has resist- 
ed plans to strengthen it for guerril- 
la, commando and other special 
operations, despite a high priority 
assigned by the Reagan adminis- 
tration. 

The official. Nod C Koch, dep- 
uty assistant secretary for interna- 
tional security affairs, said in an 
interview that President Ronald 
Reagan, bis national security advis- 
er, Robert C McFarlane. and Sec- 
retary of Defense Caspar W. Wein- 
berger have all said, lt This simply 
has to be done." 

But Mr. Koch said, “As we have 
seen this edifice going up, those 
who have visceral objections have 
begun to manifest those objec- 
tions.”

The former deputy secretary of 
defense, Paul Thayer, reinforced 

the policy In a memorandum to tbe 
services in October, saying, “The 
revitalization of these forces must 
be pursued as a matter of national 
urgency." 

Mr. Koch, who is responsible for 
formulating policy for special oper- 
ations, said he had decided tbe re- 
sistance was strong enough (hat 
“the issue should be discussed in 
public.” 

Most disputes of this sort

U.S. Forum Is Told of 'Human Dimension’ of Violence

"Mother, please hold me 
light,” the boy whispered. “I 
don’t want to* lose you." The 
words were his lasL 
The mother, Irma Coleman, 
recalled Friday at a congressio- 
nal forum how her 9-year-old 
son. Ferroin, was shot when re- 
bels attacked the village of Su- 
nni bila on April 17. 

The U.S.-supported rebels, 
known as “contras,” are said to 
have killed 8 other civilians, 
wounded 15 and kidnapped 39. 

Mrs. Coleman, a 37-year-old 
widow who has lost two other 
children, said she still did not 
know the reason for the raid on 
the village in northern Nicara- 
gua. “This was my only son," she 


said, sobbing, “and 1 was mother 
and father to him." 

Mrs. Coleman and two other 
Miskitos spoke at the hearing, 
organized by Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy, Democrat of Massa- 
chusetts. to present firsthand ac- 
counts of violence in Central 
America by both the left and the 
right- 

Speaking through interpreters, 
the Mbkitos told of the rebel 
attack on Sumubila. The medical 
dmic that served the village's 
3,000 residents was burned, they 
sakL One witness told of being 
addressed in Miskito dialect by 
one of the raiders, an indication 
that Indians were among the re- 
bels. 

Following the Miskitos’ ac- 
counts, other witnesses laid the 
blame for part of Nicaragua’s 
violence on the Sandtnist govern- 
ment. 

Marta Patricia Baltonado, ex- 
ecutive director of the Managua- 
based Permanent Commission 
on Human Rights, said that hun- 
dreds of persons had been killed 


or had disappeared in Nicaragua 
are.

But for Aristides Sanchez, one 
of the three Miskitos who testi- 
fied, the Issue was not whether 
leftists or rightists were responsi- 
ble for the killing of an estimated 
150.000 Chilians and the dis- 
placement of 13 million in Cen- 
tral America over the last five 
years. 

“1 don’t want to say either of 
two sides is bad." said Mr. San- 
chez. a 50-year-old carpenter, 
adding that he simply wanted to 
see both sides stop the killing. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Sanchez 
spoke passionately about the 
raid, during which his 17-year- 
old son was kidnapped, he said. 

Mr. Sa n c h ez said his son later 
escaped but had been abused 
and now was hospitalized.

- WASHINGTON — The CIA

Administration officials appear 
to believe that the CIA-funded re- 
bel activities can continue as' long 
as Congress does not explicitly pro- 
hibit paying for rebel activities this 
year.

No Talks , No Joke 


While saying woefully little to each other, 
the leaders in Moscow sound angry and the 
leaders in Washington sound smug. There is 
not much justification for either mood, and 
other could become dangerous if susiained- 
But there is a compdling reason to put up with 
the emotions of the moment: There is an 
ejection at hand, in each capital 

In the Kr emlin, self-preservation, the high- 
est political objective anywhere, now argues 
for aiding the wagons.

Justice for Salvadorans? 


It took three years of agitation, a denial of 
S19 mfilion in U.S. aid and a special inquiry by

U.S. cfaurchwomen in December 1980. Now 
the challeng e is io assure equal justice for 
Salvadoran victims, who remain statistics in an 
unremitting slaughter that has claime d the 
lives of more than 30,000 nonoombatants.

Even as Mr. Duarte was winning friends in 
Washington, his generals were busy el«mfng 
house their way — getting suspected war crim- 
inals out of the country into jobs abroad.

And Now a Yen to Travel 


Japan, in response to much American 
exhortation, is about to open its financial mar- 
Jcet more widely to the rest of the world. The 
US. secretary of the Treasury, Donald Regan, 
is entitled to credit for bis part in this agree- 
ment; the Japanese government, for its part, 
has taken an important step. Protecting the 
yen was good policy when Japan was running a 
weak ami vulnerable economy recovering from 
a great war. But greater freedom for the yen to 
travel abroad can only benefit a country that 
has become an industrial powerhouse. This 
decision constitutes an important acknowledg- 
ment by Japan of its growing responsibilities, 
as a major trading nation, for the world mone- 
tary system on which trade depends. 

The United States has, of course, a more 
immediate interest in freeing the yen. It would 
be very convenient to have the yen rise. But 
that will not necessarily happen immediately. 
There is a good dunce that the first effect of 
this further liberalization of the yen wQl be 
another decline. The American view is that 
investors will rush to sell dollars and buy yen 
to build a stake in that extraordinary economy. 


But it seems more likely that Japanese inves- 
tors will sell yen to buy dollars and capture 
high American interest rates. For some years 
the Japanese government has been cautiously 
relaxing the restrictions on the yen, and that is 
what has happened so far. As more restrictions 
fall, it may happen faster for a while. That 
would drive the dollar upward, not the yen. 

Japanese interest rates are not unusually low 
by the standards of the other leading trading 
and banking countries. The after-inflation 
rates in several European countries — West 
Germany, Switzerland, the Netherlands — are 
all lower. It is not Japan that is Out of line with 
the worldwide pattern, but America. The dol- 
lar exchange rate is very high because Ameri- 
can interest rates are very high because the 
American federal budget deficit is very large. 

Japan is quite right to open the yea market 
wider and encourage the jot to seek its fortune 
abroad. But Americans ought to be under no 
illusions that technical reforms in other conn- 
tries’ currency regulations will have much ef-

Perhaps, they overestimate the 
strength of the nudear freeze movement- But if 
what they wanted was to weaken the president, 
why, just as petulantly, have they passed up a 
chance to improve relations with China? And 
why have they not wooed Western Europe 
with a peace offensive instead of growling m 
ways that drive it closer to the United States? 

The Soviet sulk on aQ fronts bespeaks para- 
lysis. That means that President Reagan’s in- 
terest in snnxnritxy and arms control, even if 
not too little, has come too late. As has hap- 
pened before in the nuclear era, the Soviet and 
American political calendars have fallen out of 
sync. The consequences may seem bearable 
now, but they will be cosily and could be grim.

P ARIS — A shiver of fear shook finan cial markets last week 
as rumors swept the world about the fragility of ma jor U.S. 
banks. 

The dollar fell sharply on the forei gn -exchange market, and 
money that remained in dollars sought safety by moving into 
government paper or into short-dated maturities. This movement 
widened the yield curve by driving down the cost of overnight 
funds relative to six- or 12-month rates.

What needs to be matte more dear, perhaps, is that this 
assurance applies only to depositors — individuals and institu- 
tions who have banked on the integrity of the system. It does not 
cover shareholders, the owners of the banks. When the dust 
settles in the Continental Illinois case, the shareholders are likely 
to be wiped out while every depositor is assuredof getting his 
money back. 

Admittedly, this comfort to depositors is not a total pacifier 
because at the worst it means that the Federal Reserve and other 
central banks are willing to print tbe money needed to prevent a 
collapse of the banking system. To some extent tbas risk of 
renewed inflation is already reflected in markets in terms of the 
record high level of “real” interest rates — the level left after 
subtracting the rate of inflation. 

W orries about renewed inflation abound even if a total bailout 
of the banking system is not needed. This is because the 
Fed’s ability to temper an overheating business recovery at home 
by driving interest rates higher is now seriously constrained by 
the effect that higher rates have on the ability of developing 
countries to service their debts and the effect that such payment 
difficulties could have on the banking system. 

As a result, there is now increasing talk about the need for the 
Fed to abandon its traditional monetary policy and replace it 
with a system of credit controls, aiming to limi t the supply of 
credit without driving up the cost. 

This is leading some bond dealers to talk about interest rates 
having peaked and to say that now is tbe time tobuy. But they 
admit they are talking Into the wind.

“Even though orders are on the 
rise,” said James A. Gray, presi- 
dent of the National Machine Tool 
Builders Association, “they have 
only partially recovered from the 
lowest real levels in history.” 

Many builders, he said, could be 
“permanently crippled or pul out 
of business” before orders have ris- 
en to more profitable levels. 

The association reported that or- 
ders in April totaled $255.85. mil- 
lion. Shipments, which represent 
complete sales, declined 16 percent 
to 5158.85 milli on from the March 
level, and showed a scant 5 percent 
rise from April a year ago. 

One industry analyst, Andrew J. 
Silver of Donaldson, Lafltin & Jen- 
rette Securities Carp., said the 
April results were “a little bit stron- 
ger than I had been looking for.” 

March results, when orders 
gained 2.7 percent from. February, 
may have been disappointing but 
“April is a pleasant surprise,” he 
said. “It’s too early to tell whether 
this strength will be maintained in 
the months to come." 

Overall, Mr. Silver takes a pessi- 
mistic view. In a mid-May report, 
he wrote that price competition in 
the industry was fierce and that the 
Japanese share of the market was 
likely 10 grow larger, stunting 
growth of the domestic industry, 
despite the economic recovery. 

Even though machine tool orders 
for U.S. companies doubled in 
April from a year ago, he said, 
“that’s still not much more than 
half where the industry was a cou- 
ple of years ago." 

The association said that the ma- 
chine tool recovery could be accel- 
erated and damage to the industry 
reduced if the White House would 
take action to reduce the level of 
imports.

Fra new ceramics, the raw mate- 
rials must be carefully refined, with 
concentrations controlled hun- 
dreds erf times more precisely than 
with traditional ceramics. And the 
sintering, or firing, is done at tem- 
peratures as much as twice as h ig h 
as the 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit 
( 1 ,088 centigrade) used for pottery. 

Nevertheless, Japanese compa- 
nies have been flocking into the 
Odd. The Japan Fine Ceramics As- 
sociation, composed of companies 
that either make or use new ceram- 
ics, has about 180 members. 

One leader is Kyocera Corp-, 


which specializes in high-technol- 
ogy ceramics. Technology giants 
such as Hitachi and Toshiba are 
making major efforts, as are com- 
panies in steel and chemical indus- 
tries that are tiying to diversify. 

The Japanese government, 
mindful of the need to encourage 
new industry, is backing some of 
the wort The Ministry of Interna- 
tional Trade and Indusuy has de- 
fined ceramics as a baric technol- 
ogy for what it calls “next 
generation industries" and has a 
10-year development program. 

Although Japan appears to be 
the leader in many areas of ceram- 
ics manufacturing, its role as inno- 
vator is less apparent. The new ce- 
ramics technology is derived 
largely from other nations. 

But much of the innovation has 
been made in the United States, 


where work has focused on nrih- 
taiy, space and advanced energy 
applications. 

“In terms of industry, Japan is a 
bit advanced,” said Yoshimitsu 
Hamano, managing director of 
Kyocera and general manager of its 
central research labs. “But in aca- 
demics, Japan is a little behind the 
United States." 

Still, Japan already holds a dom- 
inant share of electronics applica- 
tions, the major existing market for 
new ceramics. Kyocera alone has 
roughly two-thirds of the world 
market for ceramics used to protect 
some computer chips. 

But the real promise for ceramics 
Hes in its potential use as a structur- 
al material particularly in the auto- 
mobile engine.
